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LOCAL POLICE STOP CRIME WAVE 


Chief Lynch Takes Prominent 
Part In Investigation 


s Following an all-day-long investigation that 
Carlisle, Wilmington, Tewksbury, Billerica, Lowell and State 
Police officials, four Tewksbury residents were arrested last 
Saturday on a series of charges allegedly connecting them with 
many burglaries in the suburban Lowell area. In addition to’ 
taking a prominent part in the investigation, local Police Chief 
Paul J, Lynch picked up the first two suspects involved in the 


From information allegedly di- 
vulged during the questioning, State 
Trooper Douglas and Chief Lynch 
journeyed to Tewksbury in search 
‘of a second suspect Joseph C. Ready 
of Main Street, in whose home they 
found a quantity of loot that impli- 
cated him in many breaks. During 
this period the first suspect, Richard 
E. Mello Jr., of Shawsheen Street, 
was left at the Wilmington Police 
the temporary custory of 
inker of the local police 
and Officer Foss. 

A third youth, Robert M. Record, 
also of Shawsheen Street, was pick- 
ced up by Tewksbury police, Chief 
Jarker after more than five hours 
questioning. by police, the three sus- 
pects are alleged to haye admitted 
participating in breaks in Lowell, 
Tewksbury, Carlisle, Billerica and 
Wilmington, Among the loot t 
covered were several items alle 
to have heen stolen last month from 
Roy's Bargain Store on Main St 
Wilting The youths denied 
participating in the breaks at either 
Gildart's Garage or Weinherg’s De 
partment Store. After inspecting 
the loot that included bed clothing 
and articles of wearing apparel 
Meyer Weinberg declared that he 
could not identify any of the items. 

Recause of the number of breaks 
that involve a variety of charges by 


several departments, Mello 
and Ready were held at the State 
Police barracks in Concord, while 


s lodged at the Lowell 
A fourth man, pro- 
prietor of a Tewksbury service, sta 
tion, was also booked at Lowell 
Police headquarters on 
receiving stolen propert: 
two were held. in $5000 bonds after 
pleading not guilty in Lowell Dis- 
trict Court on Monday, and the 
hearing was continued until next 
Monday. It is expected that, the 
charges against all four men will be 
heard by the Grand Jury that is 
expected to convene this week 

On Saturday afternoon focal of- 
ficers George Shepard and George 
Fuller removed a quantity of tires 
to the Wilmington Police Station, 
where they were later picked up by 
the Carlisle police. Ore of the breaks 
charged against the trio was the 
larceny of an oil truck and its con- 
tents from Carragher Bros. Oil’ Co 
in Lowell. Police allege that this 
truck was driven to the Tewksbury 
service station where its contents 
were emptied into storage tanks he- 
fore being abandoned on Salem 
Wilmington, where it was discov- 
ered the following day by local po- 
lice officer George Shepard. Alleg- 
ed to be among the recovered loot 
was a typewriter and a radio that 
also were stolen in the Carragher 
break. 

On Sunday morning, local and 
Tewksbury p went to the home 
of a girl companion of one of the 
suspects and recovered a large num- 
ber of articles alleged to be stolen 
property.

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One Man’s Tribute 


(Editor’s Note: The following article was written by a

repose of a truly great soul. 

If we are to believe that “whom the Lord loveth, He 
chasteneth,” then this man must have been truly beloved of 
God, for few men could look back upon greater physical suf- 
fering than he endured for many long years. Complications 
that led to successive amputations of his pedal extremities was 
only the least of his burdens. Stricken with angina pectoris, an 
extremely painful form of heart trouble, he quickly reached a 
condition where Death hovered at his shoulders night and 
day, year after weary year. ° , 

When he could no longer climb the steps of his pulpit, the 
devoted men of his congregation carried him up in their arms 
to where he poured forth sermons of courage, love and faith 
to the last Sunday of his life. In spite of the burdens he bore, 
he never failed to reach the side of any sick or suffering par- 
ishioner. Neither asking nor expecting sympathy, he poured 
out sympathy to others in a precious flood. 

The writer stood beside his bier and looked with wonder- 
ment upon his countenance from which every trace of age 
and suffering seemed to have been wiped clean, so that he 
seemed like a young divinity student robed for his vows. He 
left me with this conviction in my heart; - that seldomly in 
all the history of American manhood has any man left this 
world more joyously, confidently, and completely prepared 
mentally and spiritually to face his God than this stalwart 
soldier of Christ, Elton K. Bassett. - j
